Refusal of the hand of his daugh- 
ter. Lucy Banks, to Albert Morrow, 
an insane man, resulted In the death 
of Joseph Bank* at Karber'. Ridge, 
Hardin county. Ill , and bis brother, 
Murtln Banks. The maniac shot at 
Ihe girl and her brother William 
■tanks, and was wounded by the lat- 
ter, who held him prison, r until offl- 
arrlved. The tragedy took place 
Sunday afternoon near the little mln- 
lown of Klixabethtown. wiyrc 
Morrow la now a raving maniac in the 

maty jail. 

The Banks family, who are aiming 
the beat people of the county, were 
Mil personally acquainted with Mor- 
row, they knew that he had twice 
been confined In the state- asylum for 
the Insane and had recently been dis- 
charged He railed at the l»«nka 
home Sunday cv. r.ii.g and d.-uniuiled 
the hand of l.ucy Banks In marriage. 

The falhe-r i»Temptorlly refused 
and. Morrow, without a word further. 
whlpiK'd out a revolver and shot 
JMMfa Banks, who was right In front 
of him, through the oeait Martin 
Hanks rushed, to his brother's fide 
ami received the next bullet In the 
groin He fell, and Morrow fin d four

PADUCAH IS GUARDED 

AGAINST SURPRISE 



Wale li-do^s. watchmen and extra 
precaution of the patrolmen serve to 
prevent any damage to the local ware- 
houses, containing tobacco for the 
trust, foreign flnna or independent 
buyers. Everyone in touch with the 
local tobacco situation entertains a 
cheerful view of It. but the ware- 
houseman are not going to be caught 
off their guard. Patrolmen, on whose 
beats tobacco warehouses are situated, 
make trips to them everv half hour. 
Watch-dogs are on guard and even 
when the patrolmen approach begin 
to bark. Watchmen with pienty of 
ammunition keep tab on things and 
anyone loitering around a wurehouso 
at night may be shot. After midnight 
if a stranger Is met and he does not 
give a good account of his presence, 
he Is searched by patrolmen and 
given orders to "got In." It is the 
general belief of persons In the city 
that an attack would not be made on 
Paducah and try to take complete 
control of the city. The dealers con- 
tinue to ship the tobacco as soon as 
it has been prised, and In this way- 
alleviate the loss should any trouble 
arise.

FOR NEW ORLEANS 



Toklo, Jan. 15. — The retirement of 
the entire cabinet Was narrowly avert- 
ed today wtien Premier Marquis 
SadonJI tendered his resignation to the 
emperor, but his majesty declined to 
receive It. while the alternative resig- 
nations of Yoshlro Sakaianl. minister 
of finance, and of Isaburo Yamagata. 
minister of communications, were ac- 
cepted. 

Mahaslsa Matsura, minister of Jus- 
tice, will combine the portfolio of 
finance, and Keihara. minister of the 
interior, will combine that of com- 
munication. This leaves the cabinet 
wHthout any new elements and re- 
moves the disputants. 

Yamagata insisted upon the resig- 
nation of Sakatanl. who Is blamed be- 
cause. In 1907. he promised that thera 
would be no increase made In the tax- 
ation nor any resort to foreign loans 
In 1908. 

Sakatanl endeavored to reduce the 
appropriation for the army and navy, 
to which these factions objected and 
finally succeeded In carrying thali 
point. Sakatanl thereupon attempted 
to reduce the appropriations for rail- 
roads, and to this Yamagata raised an 
obejctlon. Sakatanl then ' increased 
this general taxation, but this found 
strenuous objections among the lead- 
ing* merchants and bankers. Saka- 
tanl anally decided to resign and also 
Insisted that his resignation should be 
accepted.

Coroner Strasser, of Reading, who 
reached the scene shortly after mid- 
night, had a detail of men ready to 
tag the bodies and keep a record ot a 
description of every corpse 
The bodies were so badly burned, 
however, that thgre was little to de- 
scribe them by and, It Is safe to say, 
that not half of the victims will ever 
be Identified. The second victim was 
taken out about an hour after the first 
and the work of recovery moved more 
rapidly. By noon the rescuers became 
thoroughly exhausted from cold and 
hard work and for a time work came 
almost to a standstill. 

Railroad Gives Aid. 
Fortunately the Philadelphia and 
Reeding Railroad company sent W- H, 
Reefer, superintendent of the Read- 
ing division, to see what the company 
could do and within an hour the com- 
pany had two car loads of laborer* 
and carpenters on the ground and tho 
work of recovering the bodies moved 
so rapidly that the victims were being 
taken from the ruins at the rate of 
two every five mluutes. 

The Rhoadcs opera noma wu lo- 
cated on the second floor of a three- 
story brick building. The entertain- 
ment hall was a large room about SO 
feet wide and 75 feet long. It had no 
gallery. There was a stairway at the 
front of the building and a narrow- 
exit In the rear of the stage.

It'i a mean proposition Kentucky 
Democracy has on her hands. No one 
can question the fact that the party 
Is fledged to send* Oowrnor J. C. W. 
Beckham to the senate, since, the par- 
ty bound Itself In every county of the 
Hate to abide by the result of the 
primary.

Both par- 
lies seem to look now with disfavor 
on the practice of national bank* in 
shipping their reserves largely to re- 
serve and central reserve cities, where 
they arc treated as deposits by the re- 
.Iving banks and thus aie turned Into 
business channels. ft will work a 
small loss of profits to thu, banks at 
first, but It seems to .be sound busi- 
ness that if a bank Is to have a re- 
liTM it should have It In Its own 
vaults.
